Soon 
the streets radiating from the. in- 
jammed, and fire 
apparatus ambulances could 
not get through until police reserves 
from outlying districts had arrived. 
Soon the crowds were driven back 
and some semblance of order re- 
stored. Injured pedestrians, men 
and lying on the streets, 
were placed in police patrols and 
ambulances and sent to hospitals.

SCALES BRING BIG PRICE 


A live giraffe for the zoo here, 
the objective of the Smithsonian- 
Chrysler expedition into’ British 
Rast Africa, has been captured. A 
tablegram from Dr. William M. 
Mann, heading the expedition, was 
received vesterday at the Smith- 
somian institution. 

The expedition left America ear- 
ly 4m March to capture live wild an- 
imals in the African jungles. ' The 
particular aim of the party was to 
tatch a giraffe, as the National zoo 
has never had one of these animals. 
As far as could be ascertained, 
there.ware only six giraffes in this 
country. 

The rarity of the animals is due 
to the fact that they are such poor 
sailors great difficulty is expe- 
tenced in transporting the animal 
safely across the Atlantic. Now 
that Dr. Mann has captured the gi- 
taffe, his greatest task lies before 
him in bringing the prize to this 
country. The average span of life 
of the giraffe in captivity runs from 
10 to 20 years and the market 
value for the animal in this coun- 
try is $6,000. 

The giraffe is not the only ani- 
mal that has been captured, the 
cablegram stated. A pangolin, an 
amzimal so far as is known that has 
never existed in an American zoo, 
is also a prisoner of the expedltion- 
ists. This rare specimen exists on 
the larvae of white ants and does 
not take very readily to substitutes. 

The name pangolin is derived 

from the Malay word, ‘‘pengolin.’’ 
indicative of the animal's power in 
rolling itself into a ball. Scales. 
like leaves and overlapping, line the 
enmimal from its head to the tip of 
its long tail. It has enormous claws. 
developed by digging for ants’ 
nests. 
In Tanganyika territory, where 
the expedition is collecting, the pan- 
golin’s scales are worth 2 shillings 
each, and very high prices are de- 
manded for the animal. A super- 
stition among the natives is that 
if the scales of the animal are worn 
about the neck protection from the 
lion is assured. Natives will buy 
the scales readily.

The increase in last year’s en- 
rollment over that of the preceding 
year was 1,737 students, which if 
followed by a similar increase this 
year would relieve the normal con- 
gestion to the extent of only about 
263 students. This is the equiva- 
lent of about six rooms. 


Greater Increase Expected. 


Last year’s increase in attend- 
ance was considerably above the av- 
erage annual increase, however, the 
average being from 1,200 to 1,400 
students. School authorities con- 
sider that the abnormal increase 
was brought about by the new com- 
pulsory school attendance law and 
they figure that this year’s increase 
will be closer to 1,700 than to the 
former average. 

Of the six new buildings available 

next month, at a total cost of ap- 
proximately $1,168,000, only five 
are to relieve congestion or rather, 
take care of the increased attend- 
ance, with no relation to replace- 
ments. The sixth building, the 16- 
room new Brightwood school at 
Thirteenth and Nicholson streets 
northeast, replaces the present 8- 
room structure. Only 8 of the 16 
rooms, therefore, can be considered 
as increased facilities. It was erect- 
ed at a cost of approximately $275.,- 
000, and includes an assembly hall. 


New Schools Available. 


The other schools to be ready are 
all 8-room buildings with the excep- 
tion of the Truesdale school at 
Ninth and Ingraham streets north- 
west. Here an 8-room addition to 
the present school was erected at a 
cost of $170,000. The other build- 
ings are; 

Oyster school, at Twenty-ninth 
and Calvert streets, costing about 
$175.000; Barnard, at Fifth and De- 
catur streets, costing about $1665,- 
500; Whittier. at Fifth and Sheri- 
dan streets. about $167,500. and 
the Bell school for colored children, 
at Second and B streets southwest, 
which, with a 8mall plot of ground, 
cost some $215,000. 

In February. two new junior high 
schools, the Stuart, in the vicinity 
of Fourth and E streets northeast, 
for white children, and the Francis, 
at Twenty-fourth and N_. streets 
northwest, are expected to he avail- 
able: The Stuart school will cost 
approximately $475,000, while the 
Francis school will cost some $492,-

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JUSTIFY A TAX CUT. 
PRESIDENT 1S TOLD 


Europe Sends $150,000,000 
a Year Interest, Madden 
Says at Camp. 


SLASH OF $400, 000,000 
IN 1928 HELD POSSIBLE 


Money Now Is Being Used by 
Mellon to Retire the 
Liberty Bonds. 


Special to The Washington Post. 

Paul Smiths, N. Y., Aug. 24.— 
Another considerable reduction of 
Federal income taxes, possibly to 
the extent of $400,000,000, is fore- 
shadowed by developments tonight 
at the summer White House, White 
Pine camp. 

Martin B. Madden, of Chicago, 
chairman of the appropriation com- 
mittee of the House of Representa- 
tives, arrived late this afternoon 
with figures setting forth Uncle 
Sam’s income and expenses, past, 
present and prospective. 

After supper President Coolidge 
and Representative Madden settled 
themselves before a log fire and 
pored over the sheets of figures to 
determine how much the govern- 
ment can afford to expend in the 
fiscal year of 1928 and still lay 
something by for a rainy day. 

Then it transpired that the as- 
tute appropriations chairman had 
brought with him a new little plan 
for the further reduction of Fed- 
eral taxes in 1928. 


Interest Paid on War Debts. 


Mr. Madden called the attention 
of the President to an item of in- 
come on one of his sheets of fig- 
ures: Payment of interest by for- 
eign nations on war debts, amount- 
to $150,000,000 a year at this time. 
This interest payment, which is 
steadily increasing, is being devoted 
by Secretary of the Treasury Mel- 
lon to the retirement of liberty 
bonds. 

Mr. Mellon is doing this arbi- 
trarily, without the express direc- 
tion of statute. The law merely pre- 
scribes that the payments on the 
principal of the war debts shall be 
devoted to retirement of our debt. 
The payments on principal now ag- 
gregate about $50,000,000 a year. 

Mr. Madden pointed out that the 
$150,000,000 of war debt interest 
can be used under the law to pay 
current expenses of the government 
instead of to retire Ljberty bonds. 
If it were so used, the government 
would not need to raise that 
amount of revenue and could re- 
duce taxes to that extent. 


Would End U. 8S. Debt in 20 Years. 


Whether it is wise to continue 
the present practice was a question 
raised by Mr. Madden. He showed 
the President how our national 
debt, exclusive of the amount owed 
us by Europe, will be discharged 
in about 20 years if we continue to 
use interest as well as principal 
payments to retire Liberty bonds. 
It will not be many years before the 
interest payments by Europe will 
aggregate $360,000,000. After our 
debt is liquidated these huge for- 
eign interest payments will pile up 
in the Treasury, constituting a 
temptation to Congress to expend 
extravagantly and causing our 
debtors to rise and inquire why 
they should continue to pay a cred- 
itor with an overflowing Treasury. 

Mr. Madden suggested that a 
wiser course would be to postpone 
eventual liquidation of our debts 
a decade, perhaps, and use the for- 
eign interest payments to reduce 
taxes, thereby giving this genera- 
tion the benefit. 

With the $150,000,000 foreign 
interest payments and the increased 
revenues from income taxes being 
produced by expanding business it 
might be possible to decrease Fed-

ins Court ‘Reservations | | 
Face New Complications 


Few Members Accept. Invitation to Attend Geneva 


Conference—America May Be Asked to Ac- 
cept Europe’s Interpretation. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

President Coolidge’s intimation 
that he can not believe that the ‘na- 
tions of Europe will attempt . to 
wrest economic concessions from 
the United States as a price for ac- 
ceptance of the American reserva- 
tions to the world court protocol is 
regarded here as_ particularly 
timely. 

It serves notice on the powers 
that America is not ready to bar- 
gain or pay a price for being per- 
mitted to join the court. The no- 
tice comes from the President in 
such manner as to insure world- 
wide publicity and comes on the eve 
of the League of Nations meeting 
at Geneva, when the league powers 
will decide their course of action 
with respect to the American reser- 
vations. 

Meanwhile, however, reports from 
Geneva reaching here through dip- 
lomatic channels and through press 
dispatches show that the league 
powers already are planning their 
initial maneuvers to deal with the 
American reservations in such man- 
ner as serves their own interests. 
Complications loom even in advance 
of the projected meeting for Sep- 
tember 1. 

In the first place, only 23 of the 
forty-odd court members have so 
far agreed to attend the Geneva 
meeting. Unless this number is in- 
creased, about 50 per cent of the 
powers which have ratified the 
world court will be absent, and 
every one of the world court pow- 
ers must agree to the American 
reservation before the United States 
can become a member. 

According to latest dispatches, 
the first move of the league con- 
ference with respect to the Ameri- 
can reservations will be to discuss 
them with a view to arriving at a 
European or league interpretation 
of what the reservations mean. It 
is indicated that if this interpreta- 
tion can be agreed upon by the 
powers represented, America then 
will be asked if she agrees to the 
interpretation. 

But the question of how Amer- 
ica, in any event, could agree to 
accept the European or League of 
Nations interpretation has arisen to 
command attention here. The 
protocol, with the reservations, is 
the joint work of the treaty-mak. 
ing power or, in other words, the 
President and the Senate. Any in- 
terpretation which Europe seeks to 
put upon the Senate’s reservations 
can not be accepted unless or until 
the Senate agrees to such interpre- 
tation, it is pointed out. The exec- 
utive branch of the government 
can ‘not come to an agreement with 
the League of Nations or any group 
of foreign powers as to what the 
United States meant when it insist- 
ed upon the reservations. Thus, 
the probable first move of the court 
powers at the coming league con- 
ference over the reservations fore- 
casts difficulties, it is admitted. 

That President Coolidge’s timely 
statement respecting reported plans 
of the European nations to bargain 
over the reservations will have an 
effect at Geneva is regarded here as 
beyond question. But it also is be- 
yond question that plans to bargain 
and, if possible, extract concessions 
from the United States as a quid pro 
quo for acceptance of the reserva- 
tions already are going on and have 
been for some time. Diplomats ex- 


plain frankly that any foreign 
statesman who did not have his eyes 
open to obtain possible advantages 
in connection with the reservations 
would not be worthy of the name. 
It is added that if the powers should 
get together and consider America’s 
plea to be admitted with the -reser- 
vations and not take into account 
possible quid pro quos for them- 
selves it would be the first time in 
the history of European diplomacy 
that any such thing had happened. 

It may be that the fifth reserva- 
tion, which demands that the court 
powers give America a sort of suze- 
rainty over the rest of the world in 


the sense that no advisory opinion 


can be given to the league council 
by the court in any case where 
America has or “claims’’ an inter- 
est, will act as a stumbling block at 
the start. 
the Latin-American countries refuse 
even to consider this reservation on 


the ground that they could never ac- 
cept it without placing themselves 


in a position of inferiority with re- 
spect to the United States. This is 
understood to account for the fact 
that several of the court members 
refuse even to attend the Geneva 
conference. 

If there appears to be any pros- 
pect of rounding up the powers in 
favor of accepting the reservations, 
the question of the quid pro quo or 
the price America will be willing to 
pay, it is explained, will be the con- 
trolling factor. Whether it will be 
tariff or loans or debts or something 
else will depend on the course of 
events when the league conference 
Meets at Geneva. 

The few nations which so far 
have accepted the reservations have 
either had loans from the United 
States or are expecting them. Other 
nations which have not accepted 
in some instances may be inclined 
favorably, it is understood, provid- 
ed their particular wishes regarding 
loans find indorsement by the gov- 
ernment of the United States. 

Diplomats understand that cer- 
tain of the nations, in any event, are 
going to hold aloof from consider- 
ation of the American reservations 
until they see how the plans of the 
league shape up respecting Ameri- 
ca’s bid for membership with the 
reservations. The smallest nation 
which has ratified the protocol has a 
world of power in its hands if it 
holds aloof, it is explained, because 
it may have the controlling voice as 
to whether America is to come in or 
to be kept out. 

If all but one nation should ac- 
cept the reservations that one na- 
tion, it is emphasized, would have 
the final and deciding voice. And if 
the United States really wants to 
join the court this nation could 
name its own price. And, diplo- 
mats add, any statesman who did 
not name a stiff price under such 
circumstances could hardly expect 
to remain in power 24 hours. But 
indications are that a score or more 
nations are preparing to hold back 
and respectfully decline to agree 
to the reservations until they con- 
sult their own interests. 

If President Coolidge continues 
to scoff at the idea of any bargain- 
ing, the watchful waiting game 
which certain of the league powers 
have been playing may be to no 
avail. And present indications are 
that President Coolidge will be just 
as determined to avoid bargaining 
over the resérvations as the powers 
will be determined to force bargain- 
ing in dealing with the question.

For five months the young man 
had been courting Miss Kirk, tak-

Victim of Drug Habit. 


From this point detectives are 
attempting to unravel the weird 
story.

The site of the O street market, 
at Seventh and O streets northwest, 
should be selected, M. A. Wertz, 
1330 Eleventh street northwest, de- 
clared in a letter to the market site 
editor of The Post. He proposed 
taking in the entire block between 
Seventh and Eighth, O and P 
streets, and if. necessary extending 
the market district another block 
west to Ninth street. 

“There would also be room on 
these blocks, and the opposite side 
of three of the streets bounding the 
same, for commission houses,’’ he 
continued. 


“A survey of this territory will 
not only distlose that the blocks 
are small and of appropriae size, 
but also that the buildings thereon 
are mostly small, inexpensive, old 
structures. This location is conven- 
ient to the New Jersey avenue, Le- 
Droit Park, Seventh street, Ninth 
street and Eleventh street car lines. 
It is near the center of population, 
which is said to be at Fourth street 
and New York avenue northwest. 
“It is not now in the congested 
section of the city, as regards the 
parking of motor vehicles. 

“It is not located in the traffic 
lanes, and may be easily reached 
by motor cars from the Northwest 
and Northeast sections of the city, 
without traveling the congested 
traffic sections or crossing boule- 
vards, or by going a round-about 
route to escape congested traffic. 

“Furthermore, the city is ex- 
panding Northwest and Northeast, 
and the bulk of the trade comes 
from these sections, so why should 
the Center market be located South- 
west, where there is a scarcity of 
car service;) and where all motor 
traffic from the Northwest and 
Northeast would be forced to cross 
boulevards and haltingly and labor- 
iously force its way through the 
congested traffic to reach the ex- 
treme margin of the city on the 
river front. 

“Furthermore, a census of the 
farmers who use the farmess’ mar- 
ket will disclose that a great ma- 
jority of them come down Tenth 
street from nearby Maryland, and 
the location suggested will not only 
shorten their trips, but also keep 
them out of the congested traffic 
sections; and also avoid the neces- 
sity of crossing Massachusetts, New 
York and Pennsylvania avenues 
(boulevards) as at present, to reach 
the proposed waterfront location. A 
constant parade of these farmers’ 
motley collection of vehicles cross- 
ing and recrossing the Mall would 
not have a tendency to beautify the 
landscape. 

“It might also be added that the 
location recommended is no great 
distance from the freight yards at 
Eckington. Also, the fact must not 
be overlooked that a large percent- 
age of the people who patronize the 
market come on foot: and thou- 
sands in the street cars. They do 
not all have automobiles by any 
means. The aim should be to do 
the greatest good for the greatest 
number. A waterfront. location 
would be a godsend to the corner- 
grocery man in the Northwest. 

‘In addition to the foregoing it 
might be added that it will help 
reclaim and beautify a section of 
the city that needs it.’ 

Joseph E. Goforth, 616 Tenth 
street southwest, declared himself 
very much in favor of location of 
the farmers’ market in the South- 
west section. 

“It certainly would be very bene- 
ficial to the Southwest, also to the 
Southeast, if located between Tenth 
and Fourteenth street, on that big 
vacant lot,’’ Mr. Goforth said. ‘‘That 
would be just fine.

EPISCOPATE HAS LITTLE 
HOPE OF CHANGING LAW 


Members of Congress in Mex- 
ico Probably Pledged Now 
to Uphold Calles. 


San Diego, Calif., Aug. 24 (By A. 
P.).—An order libeling four air- 
planes seized by Federal operatives 
here after information was ob- 


tained that they had been intended 
for use in the alleged revolution- 
ary activity of Gen. Enrique Estrada 
recently, will be asked of the Fed- 
eral court, J. G. O’Hannesian, as- 
sistant United States attorney, an- 
nounced tonight. 

The planes were seized from a 
local aviation field and were the 
property of T. C. Ryan, owner of 
the field, who told Federal agents 
that he had rented them to a man 
whose name was not given out, os- 
tensibly for advertising purposes. 
The planes of the monoplane type 
and capable of extended flights 
without réfueling, will be taken to 
Rockwell field for safe keeping. 

More than 150 men headed by 
Estrada, who formerly was secre- 
tary of war in the Mexican cabinet, 
were rounded up by Department of 
Justice agents several wéeks ago 
near the lower California border. 
They are awaiting preliminary 
hearing September 7. 


Episcopate Plans Drive. 


Mexico City, Aug. 24 (By A. P.) 
Details of the campaign for con- 
gressional amendment of the reli- 
gious clauses of the constitution are 
still under consideration by the 
Catholic episcopate, though the 
episcopate is admittedly dubious as 
to results, because it believes that 
all the deputies in the new congress 
are pledged in advance to support 
President Calles’ religious policy. 

In a statement today, the epis- 
copate expressed pleasure over the 
attitude taken by Aaron Saenz, 
the Mexican foreign minister, as re- 
ported from San Antonio. Saenz is 
quoted in an interview beuring on 
the religious situation as saying he 
thought that when laws or consti- 
tutional provisions were inimical to 
the best interest of the country, 
they should be repealed or amended. 

The hope was voiced that Senor 
Saenz’s declarations might have 
some influence on congress and the 
statement says ‘‘some slight ray 
of hope is thrown onto the situa- 
tion.”’ 

The differences between the epis- 
copate and President Calles regard- 
ing registration of priests, it is 
pointed out, involve the fundamen- 
tal Catholic principle that the Pope 
is the supreme spiritual authority 
of the church and no other such 
authority can be recognized by 
Catholics. 

The episcopate believes that the 
president's religious rules and the 
registration of priests give to the 
government such intimate and de- 
tailed jurisdiction and authority 
over priestly functions, ‘church 
management and religious affairs 
as to destroy the life of the Cath- 
olic Church and make the Mexican 
government and not the Pope the 
authority over Catholics and the 
church of Mexico. 

The episcopate reiterates that it 
will agree to the registration of 
priets if the government declares 
that such registration is ‘‘for ad- 
ministrative purposes’’—that is, 
that the registration will be merely 
a form whereby the government 
will know the persons responsible 
for the orderly conduct of each 
church and that it does not mean 
the government will assume au- 
thority over questions of religion. 

The episcopate denies that the 
government owns all church prop- 
erty, as implied by the religious reg- 
ulations and constitution. It con- 
siders that the registration of 
priests, unless the government spe- 
cifically declares that this is .only 
for administrative purposes, would 
mean that the Catholic church ac- 
cepts—which it refuses to do—the 
government’s contention of govern- 
mental ownership of all church 
property, the priests being merely 
the custodians of such property 
loaned by the government to wor- 
shipers.

AMBASSADOR SHEFFIELD 
HERE FOR CONFERENCES 


Envoy to Mexico Will Discuss 
Oil Land Laws and Re- 
ligious Problem. 


WILL CALL ON PRESIDENT 


Ambassador James R. Sheffield 
of Mexico arrived here last night 
for a conference with Secretary of 
State Kellogg regarding the increas- 
ing problems of his post. 

The Ambassador refused to dis- 
cuss the nature of his visit or con- 
ditions in the southern republic. He 
would neither deny nor confirm per- 
sistent reports of the last several 
weeks that he was dissatisfied with 
the administration’s policy toward 
that country and that if a change 


were not made, he planned to re- 
sign. 

He was told that Secretary of 
State Kellogg had seen fit recently 
to deny any basis for the reports 
and to state that the Ambassador 
was in absolute harmony with the 
administration’s policy. 

“Well, if that statement were 
made it must be true,’ he com- 
mented. 

He was asked if he planned to 
return to his post, and he replied 
with a seemingly guarded, ‘‘Yes.’’ 

His visit is his regular leave, he 
explained, and while here he will 
confer with the Secretary of State. 
He expects to remain in this coun- 
try 60 days. After conferring with 
Secretary Kellogg, whom he will 
see today, he will visit the Presi- 
dent at White Pine camp. 

Aside from the personal report 
the Ambassador will make to 
Secretary Kellogg, he will submit 
Mexico’s answer to this country’s 
latest note on the oil question. Ad- 
vices from Mexico City, however, 
have been to the effect that the 
reply is hardly more than a per- 
functory reply to a ‘‘request for in- 
formation,’’ the manner in which 
this country’s last note was inter- 
preted. 

Ambassador Sheffield also will 
give first hand information on the 
religious strife. It is concerning 
this country’s attitude toward .the 
oil question, however, that the re- 
ports have expressed the Ambassa.- 
dor’s dissatisfaction. The Ambassa- 
dor was unaccompanied and took 
quarters at the Willard hotel.

MEET THROUGH PENSION 


Sparta, Wis,. Aug. 24 (By A. P.). 
Separated 63 years since they lost 
each other during the civil war, 
Thomas Mann, 83, and his wife, 
Nancy, 80, have been reunited. 

In the meantime Nancy has had 
two husbands and Mann has had 
another wife. Mann’s second wife 
died several years ago, and Mrs. 
Mann’s third husband last March. 

Enoch Arden’s long voyage was 
just a walk around the block com- 
pared with Mann’s absence from his 
bride. They were married in 1863. 
Mann enlisted in the Union army, 
serving 100 days with the 139th 
Indiana infantry. Discharged, he 
took his bride to a farm near Iron- 
ton, Wis., and reenlisted in the 36th 
Wisconsin infantry. 


He served until the war ended 
in 1865. When he got home, his 
wife had left for the home of her 
parents in Indiana. Both . sought 
each other for several years with- 
out success. 

After some years, assuming her 
husband dead, Nancy married Will- 
iam Burns, of Indianapolis, and be- 
came the mother of four children, 
among them the Rev. William 
Burns, who has occupied Wesleyan 
Methodist pulpits in Indianapolis 
and Marion. Burns died in 1890, 
and his widow wedded James Tracy, 
of Grand Rapids, Mich. He died 
five months ago. 

Mann meanwhile gave up the 
search for his bride and married 
Mrs. Maria Young, a widow of Ona- 
laska, Wis. They had five chil- 
dren——Dorothy, now of Santa Cruz, 
Calif; Millie, of Minneapolis; Mrs. 
Pearl Kriskie, of Milwaukee; Mrs. 
Jennie Mann Devis, of Beloit, Wis., 
and Amos Mann, of Sparta. The 
second Mrs. Mann died some years 
ago. 

Several months ago Mrs. Mann 
asked the Federal pension bureau 
to allot her the pension of -Thomas 
Mann.

Northeast Harbor, Me., 
(By A. P.).—For the last time, 
Dr. Charles W. Eliot, president 
emeritus of Harvard university, 
left his favorite home today, after 
a gathering of neighbors and his 
family had paid:a simple tribute at 
services in Union church. Tonight 
his body was being taken by train 
back to Cambridge, Mass., where 
his world fame as an educator was 
made. 

The brief service here was in the 
neighborly church with which 
President Eliot had passed some 
50 summers on Mount Desert 
island. Earlier in the day he had 
been brought’ from his home in 
Asticou, around the headwaters of 
the harbor to the little church, 
built of stones gathered nearby, 
some of them showing the wear of 
the tides. The casket was cov- 
ered by the greenery and flowers 
which grow on the hills he had 
loved. Behind were banks of more 
pretentious tributes of friends. 

There was nothing in the brief 
service to indicate that it was a man 
of world renown that they were 
honoring. “Neighbor and coun- 
selor,’’ were the terms stressed by 
the speakers. ‘‘We are here on the 
spot in which he was most glad to 
live,’’ said the Rev. Dr. Francis G. 
Peabody, of Cambridge, his broth- 
er-in-law, ‘‘here in the spot where 
he wanted to die.”’ 

At the close, Rev. Dr. Samuel 
Eliot, the only surviving son, rose 
simply in his pew and thanked the 
congregation for the honors they 
had done his father. ‘‘We should 
be grateful for his release from the 
weight of his many years,’’ he said.

PUBLIC MARKETS. 
In the days before cable-drawn street cars 
superseded horses and before the installation 


of the first electric line, when the housewife 


made triweekly trips to purchase the family 


supplies and small boys haunted the street 
corners and car-stops awaiting a chance to 
“carry-yer basket, Missis,’’ for a dime, public 
markets were established in different sections 
of this city. There was one on Mount Vernon 
square, the present site of the Carnegie library, 
which vanished completely one . Sunday. 
There was not a judge in the District of Co- 
lumbia during that Sabbath day, because Gov. 
Alexander Shepherd had invited the entire 
bench to spend the week-end at his country 
place over the District line in Maryland. The 
governor was determined to rid the square of 
the unsfghtly market stalls, and his house 
party effectually prevented the issuance of an 
injunction during the short time required by 
his men, who started at midnight, to clear the 
site. 

That was before the establishment of the 
Genter market, in its day the most attractive 
place of its kind in the entire country. Center 
market was erected by a corporation which 
was chartered for the purpose, and the Fed- 
eral government, which owns the land, leased 
the site to the corporation for a nominal ren- 
tal. The cost of the building was absorbed by 
the receipts long ago and the charter has ex- 
pired. For several years the market has been 
under the control of the Department of Ag- 
riculture, and the stalls are rented from June 
1 of each year for a period not exceeding 
twelve months. The leases can be abrogated 
at any time. 

The city planners have ordained that the 
With it will disap- 
pear from the very heart of the city not only 
the stands and stalls of the farmers’ market, 
which faces the National museum on B street, 
but ‘all those dilapidated buildings in the vicin- 


a ity which serve as adjuncts to every market 


lace. 


B streét is to be made into an attrac- 
dive boulevard, and the markets, together with 
the wholesale and retail stores in the neigh- 
borhood, will all be located in a’ less con- 
spicuous, even though it may be a more incon- 
venient, locality. 

The city planners will decide the new loca- 
tion, probably at the October session, and the 
business firms who will be affected by the 
change are eagerly awaiting that decision in 
order that they, too, may make arrangements 
for removal as soon as they know where to go.

MOLLA TRIUMPHANT, 


The combats of the lawn tennis courts are 
sometimes so epic in character that it would 
almost require the pen of a Homer to do 
justice to the chronicle of them and.to set 
forth to full advantage the ebb and flow of 
the fortunes of the contenders.

WHAT THE FARMERS WANT. 
Grand Master Taber, of the National Grange, 
has told the President what the members of 
the grange think of the agricultural situation, 
and what they want. Mr. Taber 


eral important and suggestive statements: 

1—Farmers must organize for a fuller de- 
velopment of cooperative marketing, produc- 
tion and handling of crops. 

2——The farmer must himself do nine-tenths 
of the work of restoring agriculture to pre- 
war conditions; the government should do the 
rest. 

3—The farmer is coming to realize the value 
of tariff protection for himself, but he wants 
tariff benefits when he has an exportable sur- 
plus. 

4—Tariff schedules should maintain the do- 
mestic price of farm products, and a “surplus 
price’’ should be maintained when there is a 
surplus. 

These observations stress the importance of 
agricultural organization and cooperation, 
which, after all, is the true remedy for the 
situation. 

The halp that is to be asked of the govern- 
ment remains a matter of dispute and doubt. 
If it is ‘‘tariff benefits when there is a surplus,”’ 
the question arises: How can a tariff be laid on 
exports, and how Congress protect the 
farmer's surplus against world competition ? 

How can Congress maintain two tariff sched- 
ules, one for the domestic portion of the crop 
and another for the exported surplus, without 
fixing the price of both, and. becoming re- 
sponsible for those two prices? 

This is a problem far beyond the province 
or jurisdiction of Congress. A tariff on im- 
ported farm products does not fix the price of 
imported products, or the portion of the do- 
mestic products consumed in this country or 
the portion exported. ,The tariff has nothing 
to do with the price. 

It is through new and strange legislation, 
not tariff legislation, that Congress must act, 
if it is to guarantee a fixed prica to the farmer 
on his surplus. No one has ever clearly shown 
how this can be done. 
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ANTITRUST CASES: 

In reply to current criticism, Attorney Gen- 
eral Sargent reports that the Department of 
Justice terminated more antitrust.cases during 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1926, than in 
any other previous year. A vigorous effort 
was made to clear up an accumulation of old 
cases. The records show that out of 111 de- 
crees Obtained in civil cases, 67 were consent 
decrees. 

The policy of the Department of Justice, as 
well as of the Federal Trade Commission under 
its hew rule, is to take a broad view of the 
situation and discriminate between what the 
late President Roosevelt called ‘‘good” and 
“‘bad”’ trusts. The present policy of executive 
and judicial agencies of the government is to 
check evil tendencies without annoying or in- 
terfering needlessly with legitimate business. 

It is not the function of government to re- 
spond to the appeal of every ‘‘meddler” in 
legitimate business. It is the function of gov- 
ernment, according to the modern and rational 
rule, to regulate sanely and to prevent unlaw- 
ful practices rather than to wait until crime 
has been committed. The government as- 
sumes that every business man and corpora- 
tion is honest and law-abiding, unless there is 
evidence to the contrary. 


PARKS AND PLAYGROUNDS. 


In deciding that it is outside his power to 
acquiesce in the purchase of park and play- 
ground sites at prices in excess of the assessed 
value, plus 25 per cent, Comptroller General 
McCarl interprets the statute as it must be 
interpreted. 

During the discussion of the District ap- 
pr@priatiéns bill it was repeatedly pointed out 
that to incorporate the 25 per cent restriction 
would delay the work of acquiring park and 
playground sites. But knowledge of the fact 
that every foot of land available for such pur- 
poses is constantly increasing in value carried 
no weight with the members who were de- 
termined to try in the District of Columbia 
such an experiment as had been found want- 
ing in practically every municipality in the 
country. ) 

Congress was deaf to the appeals of those 
who desire to see the parks extended and 
playgrounds provided while the necessary 
lands may be purchased at reasonable prices. 
Comptroller General McCarl holds that neither 
through direct purchase nor through con- 
demnation proceedings is there authority in 
the law to pay more than the assessed value, 
Plus 25 per cent, for any tract of land that 
may be desired. In cqnsequence of this ruling, 
against which there can be no deserved criti- 
cism, the program of park extension, involving 
the expenditure of about $450,000, can not 
proceed until Congress reverses itself and lifts 
the limit. In the meantime prices for the re- 
quired lands are certain to advance, at least as 
much as enough to cover the amount of taxes 
which the present owners will be forced to pay 
before the corrective legislation can be enacted, 


GOTHAM’S BALLOT REFORM.

The adop- 
tion of the voting machine will correct this, 
for the unlocking of the mechanical boxes 
gives the tabulated returns of each precinct 
instantaneously and makes tampering with the 
returns impossible. 


PRODUCTION OF COTTON. 


A consolidated report of the Departments of 
Commerce and Agriculture shows that the 
1926 crop of cotton of the United States will 
be about 15,248,000 bales (500 pounds gross 
weight) upon the 48,898,000 acres in cultiva- 
tion on June 25. 
the estimate of August 1. Production in 1925 
was 16,103,679 bales, and in 1924, 13,627,000 
bales. 

The crop has faced unusually adverse condi- 
tions during the last few weeks. Too much 
rain has incréased the growth of the boll weevil 
and other insects. 

The estimate shows that has the 
largest area in cultivation, 18,948,000 
acres. Oklahoma about 5,160,000 acres, and 
Georgia about 4#028,000 acres. Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi and Arkansas have about 3,000,000 
acres each. North Carolina and South Caro- 
lina about 2,000,000 acres each. Deducting 
abandoned areas, the net area cultivated is 
about 47,153,000 acres. 

The bureau of economics reports that for- 
eign crops this year will be less than last. 
These domestic and foreign figures indicate a 
higher price for cotton in the near future. 
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GETTING OUT THE VOTE, 


The failure of American voters to exercise 
the right of franchise has grown to be almost 
a national scandal. Scarcely 50 per cent of 
those who are entitled to participate in the 
elections care to take the trouble to record 
their preferences at the polls. Instead they 
appear to be satisfied to exercise the inalien- 
able right of every American citizen to growl 
at the faults of omission and commission of 
the law-making bodies in whose selection they 
have taken no part. But this year a serious 
effort is to be inaugurated to bring out the 
vote. This movement is not partisan in any 
degree. It is being started and pushed for- 
ward by several organizations who mean busi- 
ness. 

The National League of Women Voters has 
begun a propaganda throughout the .country 
in which every woman to whom the right of 
franchise has beén granted through the nine- 
teenth amendment is urged to exercise that 
right and to forget to worry over the fact that 
to vote she must tell her age. The fact that 
the women of the country have the privilegé 
for which their sisters fought so strenuously 
should be appreciated to its full extent, it is 
pointed out, and the way to show appreciation 
is to go tothe polls and ‘‘vote just like a man.” 

The American Legion is another organiza- 
tion which is committed to the cause of ‘‘a 
full vote and a fair count.’’ The men who 
wore the khaki to help make the world safe 
for democracy have come to the conclusion 
that democracy isn’t safe so long as the elec- 
torate shows indifference on election day. The 
legion will begin a nation-wide campaign next 
month with the object of “‘getting out the 
vote.”’ 

The. legionnaires don’t “care a cootie” how 
you mark your ballot or which handle of the 
voting machine you pull down so long as you 
vote. Democrats and Republicans are all one 
to them. ‘‘Get out the vote’’ is the slogan of 
the legion in the year 1926, and as that slogan 
harmonizes perfectly with the plans of the en- 
franchised ‘“‘female of the species,” the result 
should be a greater percentage of ballots cast 
among those entitled to vote than has hereto- 
fore been recorded, even though this is not a 
presidential year.

He 
urged that the army be allowed tu 
study and develop this new type of 
warfare. The next war he said will 
bs a contest in which chemistry and 
physics will hold the wreath of 
victory, and the nation possessing 
the keenest knowledge of pure and 
applied science will be best.equip- 
ped to fight for the right when the 
time comes... 

‘When the final pressure comes,” 
he said, ‘a nation will wse any 
means available to save its life.’’ 

Efficiency is the decisive factor 
in determining the choice of weap- 
ons in war, he asserted, pointing to 
T N T as an example. International 
agreement cannot affect its use, he 
said.

CHANNEL AS SEASON ENDS 


U. S. Mother Waits Chance, 
as Defeated Contestants 
Quit for Year. 


COLD BLOCKS SWIMMERS 


Dover, Aug. 24 (By A. P.).—The 
English channe] swimming season 
is practically ended. The many 
failures yesterday, two of them by 
American girls, Miss Barrett and 
Miss Cannon, in the final rush of 
the season for channel honors, 
marked the end. 

The camps of the swimmers, both 
at Dover and Gris-Nez, are breaking 
up as cold winds and colder water 
add further difficulties to the 
aquatic task. 

Mrs. Clemington Carson, the Y. W. 
C. A. swimming teacher from New 


York, however, still is hopeful of 
sharing Gertrude Ederle’s triumph 
with the added distinction of being 
the first mother to swim the water 
gap between England and France. 
With her husband she proposes to 
stick around for her possible chance 
until early September, hoping to 
cable to her two children in- New 
York that she has realized her life’s 
ambition. 

Mrs. Carson will start from the 

French shore and if successful will 
return next year to swim in the op- 
posite direction. 
. Miss Barrett and Miss Cannon 
are through with the channel for 
this year. Miss Barrett is sailing 
home on the Leviathan on August 
31. Miss Cannon’s plucky efforts 
last night caused fears that she 
had been injured, but today it was 
stated no serious harm had resulted 
to her. 

“The channel beat me but I’m not 
afraid of it,’’ she said to the Asso- 
ciated Press. Miss Barrett is a vic- 
tim to channel lure and will return 
next season, although in the eyes 
of many swimming veterans she al- 
ready shares Miss Ederle’s honors 
because of the wonderful display of 
stamina she gave in her first at- 
tempt to swim the channel. 

Last night’s swims were not with- 
out adventure. The German con- 
testant, Herr Kemmerich, was pull- 
ed into Miss Cannon’s boat nearly 
unconscious from fright after colli- 
sion with a dog fish or some other 
marine monster. Kemmerich, on 
his swim, wore a pair of webbed 
gloves and had he been successful 
in his venutre, the experts say there 
would have been a very loud contro- 
versy over the violation of the tra- 
ditional understanding that aspi- 
rants to channel honors use no ex- 
traneous help. The criticism that 
was voiced in some sections of the 
English press on Miss Ederle’s swim 
was an indication of what would 
have greeted the German.

Associations of Masters of Dancing. 


She said the dance was ‘‘without 


the vulgarity of the Charleston and 
will appease the moderns’ desire 
for new steps.’’ 

Ned Wayburn, instructor of stage 
dancing, defended the Charleston. 
“It has lived three years,” he said, 
‘‘and it will continue to live. It is 
an outgrowth of postwar restless- 
ness, but it has something basic in 
it that will keep it alive. It’ is a 
moral dance, since the dancers have 
to stand from 4 to 6 inches from 
each other.’’ 

The new “black bottom” dance 
was described by Wayburn as “one 
of the 400 versions of the Charles- 
ton.’’

The idea’s long slumber is des- 
tined for awakening soon, as the 
point now has been reached where 
apparently further appreciable re- 
duction of Federal expense can not 
be made on the present method of 
running the government. Hence 
resurrection morning for reorgani- 
zation appears to be at hand. The 
United States government as a going 
concern must have a shakeup of 
some sort and its model affairs 
along somewhat different lines, it 
would appear, if expenditures are to 
be cut much more within the next 
ten years. : 

As the government is functioning 
now with general ease and smooth- 
ness of operation there are many 
who question the wisdom of a radi- 
cal change in methods whose out- 
come would necessarily be doubtful 
until tested. There is some over- 
lapping of work and authority, but 
far less than is popularly supposed, 
according to a survey of functions 
undertaken by this correspondent 
a year or so ago. This survey in- 
cluded the writing of an outline of 
the work done by each bureau and 
other executive branches of the gov- 
ernment. It disclosed many rather 
unexpected activities, but little du- 
plication. 


Hoover Favors Proposal. 


Governmental functions have be- 
come so interwoven, one with an- 
other, during the long period of 
growth and development that any 
rearrangement of magnitude would 
involve almost a complete making- 
over of the executive departments 
and a general redistribution of 
duties. The effect on. all doing 
with the government 
would be somewhat bewildering for 
a time unless the new plan were 
adopted gradually. Hence, there is 
strong opposition to any complete 
governmental reorganization on the 
part of many members of Congress. 

This backbone of opposition is so 
strong that it is extremely doubtful 
if the President could break it, even 
if he desired to do so, in a short 
session of Congress, such as’ the 
next one, beginning in December. 
That is one of the factors in the 
situation that impels the President 
to consider carefully the proposal 
to advocate strongly reorganization 
at the next session. 

Among the President’s advisers, 
Secretary Hoover, taking the busi- 
ness man’s viewpoint, has been con- 
spicuous in advocating ‘such rear- 
rangements as promised greater effi- 
ciency and economy in operation.

of the pair. 

Stevens and Carpender, brother 
and cousin, respectively, of Mrs. 
Frances Stevens Hall, widow of the 


slain clergyman, who 1s free in 
$15,000 on the same charge, failed 
yesterday in their move for tem- 
porary liberty when Chief Justice 
Gummere declined to act on a plea 
for admission of the two men on 
bail pending grand jury action. 

Justice Parker, reached by tele- 
phone in Maine, informed Timothy 
Peiffer, associate defense counsel, 
that he will be here at 10 o'clock 
Thursday morning to hear the ap- 
plications. 


Witnesses in Reserve. 


Methods used to combat the fix- 
ing of bail, Inspector Underwood 
said, would be determined by the 
procedure adopted by the defense. 

If a move is made by the defense 
to refute the testimony of Mrs. 
Jane Gibson, the “pig woman,”’ by 
placing on the stand Mrs. Nellie L. 
Russell, negress, Underwood said. 
witnesses would bs produced who 
could prove that the latter was not 
home the night of September 14, 
1922, when the murders were com- 
mitted. 

Mrs. Gibson !s the State’s star 
witness. She swore she was on the 
murder scene on the deserted Phil- 
lips farm and testified that the 
three principals now accused were 
near the crabapple tree on the 
night of the crime. 

Mrs. Russel] during the original 
investigation testified that Mrs. 
Gibson was talking to her in her 
home nearby that night. 


Investigate Witnesses.

A. P.).—Rumors that witnesses in 
the revived Hall-Mills murder in- 
vestigation had been tampered with 
and paid to change their testimonies 
were being investigated by Inspec- 
tor John J. Underwood, of the Jer- 
sey City police, he announced today.

THE SUBURBAN MOVEMENT. 


HE papers announce that Dub- 
Sy lin intends to add nearly 50 

per cent to its population’ by 
annexing the suburbs. 

Some years ago the rich residents 
of the city moved out of town for 
the double purpose of escaping city 
taxes and securing country quiet. 
Next, the less well-to-do forced im- 
proved transportatipn and followed 
the example of the ultrarich. Final- 
ly, the city itself decided to follow 
its citizens and move its confines 
into the country. 

What Dublin has done will shortly 
become nearly universal in this 
country. I am told that more than 
200 subdivisions—suburban to Chi- 
cago——were licensed in a _ single 
year. The extra wealth headed sub- 
urbanward several years ago; the 
less well-to-do are following suit. 
Presently, a metropolitan district 
will become the unit of govern- 
ment. 

One by-effect of this movement 
needs to be taken into consideration 
now. -QOur cities are disposed to 
rest on their oars because of their 
low death nates. The next census 
will show these supposed death 
rates to have ‘been figured too low. 
The basis of the death rate is the 
number of thousands of population. 
The census office guesses the popu- 
lation for ten years ahead— in this 
instance until 1930. The guess as- 
sumes that the population will, in- 


crease for the next ten years at the’ 


Same rate as it did in the preceding 
ten years. 

There are three factors which 
have made for the increase of popu- 
lation in the past. They gre: Ex- 
cess Of ‘births over deaths, excess of 
immigration over emigration, and 
excess of movement of country peo- 
ple to the city over movement af 
city people to the country. 

The birth rate is declining faster 
than the death rate, though it is stil] 
much the higher rate. The immi- 
gration rate, except that from Mex- 
ico and Canada, has been greatly 
decreased by law. So far as the resi- 


a

dents within the city limits are con- 
cerned, the increase of population 
from the third source has stopped, 
or nearly so. The movement from 
the city to the suburbs is equal to 
the movement from the rural dis- 
tricts to the city. This movement 
of population within the boundaries 
of the country is increasing the 
populations of metropolitan dis- 
tricts rapidly, but it is increasing 
those within the city little or none. 

Those people who move from the 
city to the suburbs should under- 
stand that the health of their fami- 
lies suffers by reason of the move. 
Very few suburbs protect the health 
of their people and it has been prov- 
en that the matter of group health 
protection can not be left to the in- 
telligence or conscience of the in- 
dividual. 


The average suburb has no sew- 
age disposal; no garbage disposal;

Canton Has a Holiday 
Celebrating War’s Start | 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 
Shanghai, Aug. 24.—More 
than 40,000 persons held a mass 
meeting in Canton today to cele- 
brate the beginning of the actual 
fighting with the northern forces 
for the mastery of the Yangtze 
valley, according to reports from 
Canton tonight. In addition, the 
Cantonese have declared a week's 
holiday, with government con- 
sent, for the purpose of support- 
ing the anti-British boycott and 
agitation against Hongkong. 
Foreigners interpret the cele- 
bration as an attempt to pacify 
the internal discord, but the 
Cantonese declare that the tam- 
paign against Marshal Wu Pei 
Fu and the northern militarists 
is synonymous with the struggle 
against the British and Japanese

Gen. Sun Chuan Fang, com- 
mander of the lower Yangtze 
provinces, declared martial law

There was no indication that con- 
troversial planks would hinder 
rapid progress in the Republican 
resolutions committee’s delibera- 
tions.

‘MAN, HIDDEN 7 DAYS 
IN PRISON, IS FOUND 


*| Convict Had Only Piece of 
Bread to Eat While Awaiting 
| Chance to Escape. 


Joliet, Ill., Aug. 24.——Guards at 
the Stateville prison, the notorious 
‘honor’ farm of the northern IIli- 
nois penitentiary, today saw a long, 
lean arm stretch out from beneath 
the tin shop, whereupon a flock of 
pigeons fluttered about uttering 
cries of protest. 

Investigation uncovered, Clarence 
Langford, 30. a convict who escaped 
.eight days ago by filing the bars 
‘of his cell. In making the’ three- 
story drop from the _  cellhouse 
Langford had sprained an ankle 
and could not scale the outer wall. 
He had concealed himself in a 
2-foot space beneath the prison tin 
shop, where his sole menu for the 
last seven days consisted of scraps 
of food set out by prisoners for the 
pigeons. When he leaped from the 
window -he had part of a loaf of 
bread, but this lasted but one day. 
A broken water pipe furnished the 
rest of his diet. 

Langford had been sent up from 
one of the lower tiers of counties 
for murder. He was returned to 
solitary confinement and 
‘eeedingly glad to get back to the 
‘comfort of a cell. Authorities are 
investigating the source of the file 
with which he cut the cell bars.

Annapolis, Md., Aug. 24.—As the 
time-.limit for candidates to file in 
Anne Arundel county approaches, 
forecasts of a bitter contest within 
the ranks of the Democrats are be- 
ing borne out. The contest will 
center perhaps more around party 
control than around the personal 
element of the opposing candidates. 

Those with independent leanings, 
others affillated with the former 
‘progressive’ faction and many or- 
ganization men are agitated over 
the new alliance formed between 
former Sheriff Frank S. Revell, one 
of the old “‘organization’’ wing, and 
Isaac S. Nutwell, who has fought 
that faction for two score years. 

With one exception there will be 
two complete sets of candidates in 
the field for the primary, and in 
some instances other Democrats are 
running independently. There will 
be a three-corner fight for the sena- 
torship, with Ridgely P. Melvin, 
lawyer and newspaper publisher, of 
Annapolis, as the most formidable 
opponent of the Revell-Butwell 
wing. He is a candidate for State 
senator against George T. Crom- 
well, of the FYfth district. The 
third candidate is Enoch P. John- 
son, Third district, formerly allied 
with the Revell forces, now backed 
by a ‘‘people’s party’’ movement. 
The only candidate without opposi- 
tion is C. Addison Hodges for coun- 
tv treasurer. Five are in the race 
for sheriff.

WHEN “PEG™ IS LIFTED 


Removal of Postwar Restric- 
tions Causes Rise to 
23.821/ Cents. 


New York, Aug. 24 (By A. P.).-—

23.80 cents since the Dawes plan 
went into: effect, stimulated the 
demand for that currency

was quoted at 23.82% cents at 
the close of the market. Foreign 
exchange dealers said 
originated largely in Berlin and 
Amsterdam. 


While considerable mystery is at- 


tached to the Reichbank’s reported 
action, Wall Street believes it an 
indication that the German bankers 
feel sure of their position and are 
willing to let the law of supply and 
demand take its course as in other 
currencies where a free gold market 
exists. “It is considered likely that 


American bankers will begin build- 
ing up balances in Berlin if per- 


mitted to shift their funds freely 
from one market to another. 

The present German gold mark 
was created as part of the Dawes 
plan after the old paper mark had 
become worthless. The recent trans- 
fer of German “earmarked” gold 
from the United States to Germany 
is believed to have been in prepara- 
tion for the removal of the 
‘‘negged’’ quotation.

Washington suffered a slight net 
loss in the number of its trees dur- 
ing the fiscal year ended June 30, 
according to the annual report of 
|Clifford Lanham, superintendent of 
trees and parking, submitted yes- 
terday to,the District commission- 
ers. ; 

New trees planted numbered l,- 
754, but 2,197 were removed. As 
of the end of the year there were 
104,696 curb trees in the District. 

Mr. Lanham’s report said the 
municipal nursery is not yielding a 
sufficient number of trees for the 
demands of the city and it was 
necessary during the year to buy 
300 red oak trees from a private 
nursery. The report said: 

“Many fine trees are sacrificed 
necessarily for important street 
improvements throughout the city. 
Under this head may be classed 
widening of streets, mutilation of 
roots in setting curbs and laying 
sidewalks, together with installa- 
tion of sewer and water pipes.

Pool estimates probably will be 
prepared by the office of public 
buildings and public parks of the 
National Capital and in conjunction 
with officials of the District with 
respect to the city pools or those 
at school sites.

“The chief source of injury to 
shade trees is generally the poor 
condition of the soil, which is con- 
tinually impoverished by the grow- 
ing trees and which we are unable 
to fertilize because of cement side- 
walks- 

“Of the 2,197 trees removed dur- 
ing the year, 355 were decayed and 
dangerous, eight were to relieve 
excesSive shade, two because they 
interfered with parking improve- 
ments, 382 to make way for street 
improvements, 57 for driveways, 35 
for alley improvements, 22 
stroyed by automobiles, 236 
storms, 38 for interfering 
vehicular traffic, 3 for interfer- 
ing with entrances to buildings, | 
5 because of proximity to build-| 
ings, 2 for interfering with bwild- 
ing operations, 3 for 
with street lamps, 
a steam shovel, and 56 
trance to a government park. 

“It was ascertained that 62 trees 
were killed by illuminating gas, 33 
by .salt water, 90 by abnormal 
moisture, 51 by being filled around, 
23 by being girdled, 159 by drought, 
6 by insects, 5 by root mutila- 
tion, nine by oil, and deaths of 589 
were unexplained. 

“Of the total number removed, 
1,926 stood at the curb line, 142 in 
parkings, 87 in sidewalks, 33 in 
alleys and 9 in roadways.”’

With the increase 
of automobile traffic, it was ex- 
plained that block lengths as short 
as 365 to 600 feet are no longer 
necessary.
